We run daily chemicals 
tests of the water as it leaves 
the plant, and send samples for 
biological content to the Brown 
County Health Unit three days

The City has about 20 months 
water supply at our two lakes, 
but if the consumption of water 
keeps rising as it has the past 
three years our filter plant and 
the lines to our reservoir will be 
inadequate.
